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The   Essential  Basis   of   Religion

From  the  high  vantage  point  of  one  who 
has  carefully  studied  all  of  the  great  religious 
movements  in  the  world  and'  mingled  inti- 
mately with  their  adherents,  this  brilliant 
article  comes  to  readers  from  A.  Yusuf  AH. 
It  was  presented  by  this  erudite  Indian  and 
Moslem  as  the  opening  address  at  the  World 
Congress  of  Faiths  in  London. 

Not  only  is  Mr.  AH  principal  at  Islamic 
College,  he  has  served  as  judge  and  deputy 
commissioner  in  the  Indian  Civil  Service  and 
as  one  of  India's  representatives  to  the 
League  of  Nations  (1928).  He  was  president 
of  the  All-India  Muhammadan  Educations 
Conference  (1910),  and  has  written  numerous 
books   on   Islam   economics   and   sociology. 

Mr.  Ali  has  lectured  at '  the  University  of 
Ftah  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  cherishes  the 
memory  of  visiting  President  Hefcer  J.  Grant. 

The  whole  air  is  ringing  with  cries  of 

world  unity  and  world  brotherhood.      Let 

us  examine  how  near  we  are  to  achieving 

it,  and  what  is  the  best  method  by  which 

it  can  be  made  real  and  permanent. 


If  we  consider  the  marvellous  develop- 
ment of  communications  in  our  own  clay, 
it  seems  strange  that  human  solidarity 
should  not  have  kept  pace  with  these 
mechanical    developments.  From    the 

horse-drawn  coaches  of  the  nineteenth 
century  we  went  on  to  motor-cars  with  a 
speed  of  twenty  or  thirty  miles  an  hour. 
Now  Sir  Malcolm  Campbell  achieves  a 
speed,  on  land,  of  300  miles  an  hour  and 
the  internal  combustion  engine  is  giving 
us  every  day  more  and  more  command  of 
the   air.  We   have    air-lines    and   air- 

routes  scattered  all  over  the  world.  The 
aviation  record  is  held  by  the  Italian 
Agello  at  440  miles  per  hour.  The  sea 
voyage  from  England  to  India  round  the 
Cape,  which  took  five  or  six  months  in 
the    sailing    ships    of    Warren    Hasting's 
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clay,  was  shortened  to  three  weeks  by  the 
Suez  Canal  steamship  route  of  the  latter 
part  of  the  nineteeth  century. 

But  it  may  legitimately  be  asked, 
"  Have  these  mechanical  facilities  of 
communication  brought  men's  minds  and 
hearts  nearer?  "  It  may  be  that  there 
are  greater  facilities  of  mental  con- 
tact between  different  races  and  people, 
but  even  that  is  doubtful.  After  all,  the 
ordinary  business  of  everyday  life  looks 
solely  to  the  simple  material  needs  and 
no  higher.  The  real  contact  of  mind  with 
mind  comes  only  when  there  is  behind  it 
a  real  desire  to  know  and  understand 
human  personality  in  diverse  and  even 
unfamiliar  forms. 

Economic  considerations  have  always 
played  a  large  part  in  the  lives  of  indivi- 
duals and  in  the  policy  of  nations.  But 
in  our  own  day,  with  all  the  complexities 
of  modern  life,  we  are  apt  to  think  of 
many  other  interests  in  economic  terms. 
Our  politics  are  coming  to  be  more  and 
more  dominated  by  economies.  Family 
life  is  undergoing  strange  transformations 
It  is  becoming  more  and  more  fashionable 
in  our  education  to  emphasise  the  econo- 
mic factor  in  both  college  and  school 
curricula. 

The  growth  of  tariffs  has  made  econo- 
mics the  main  pivot  on  which  national 
policy  turns.  God's  earth  is  spacious, 
but  economic  nationalism  has  made  it  very 
narrow,  and  broken  it  up  into  a  number 
of  units  mutually  jealous  of  each  other. 
Racial  antagonisms  are  also  being 
coloured  more  and  more  by  economic 
jealousies. 

Many  of  us,  who,  after  the  Great  War, 
hailed  the  foundation  of  the  League  of 
Nations  as  heralding  a  new  era  of  peace 
and  goodwill  among  men,  have  had 
shocks,  disappointments,  and  disillusions. 
The  leaders  of  nations  are  genuinely 
anxious  to  remove  causes  of  difference 
and  to  build  up  a  system  of  mutual  under- 
standing and  mutual  co-operation,  but  it 
cannot  be  said  that  the  path  before  them 
is  smooth.  All  sorts  of  barriers  lie  in 
their  way.  When  we  hold  a  World 
Economic  Conference,  currency  questions 
and  tariffs  are  found  to  be  intractable 
barriers.  During     the     present     Italo- 

Abyssinian    dispute,    the    question    of    an 


even  and  just  distribution  of  raw  pro- 
ducts among  many  competing  nations  has 
been  raised  and  not  solved.  When  we 
hold  Disarmament  Conferences,  questions 
of  Ratios,  Parity,  and  Security  are  raised. 
Nations  are  not  yet  ready  to  trust  each 
other.  The     formula     of     "  collective 

security  "  which  has  figured  so  largely  in 
recent  discussions  is  itself  evidence  of  the 
distrust  which  individual  nations  feel  one 
against  the  other.  While  this  distrust 
continues,  we  can  make  no  real  progress 
in  either  disarmament,  or  in  the  reduction 
of  tariffs,  or  in  free  travel  or  in  real  inter- 
communication between  one  country  and 
another. 

Fear,  distrust,  selfishness,  jealousy, 
arrogance,  or  a  sense  of  superiority — such 
human  weaknesses  can  never  be  eradi- 
cated by  political  institutions,  however 
wise  and  efficient  they  may  be.  Ultimately 
the  whole  brunt  of  the  fight  against  these 
moral  evils  must  be  borne  by  Religion. 

Even  taking  human  beings  as  they  are, 
with  their  different  religions  as  we  find 
them,  it  is,  I  think,  possible  to  build  up 
a  sense  of  mutual  understanding,  which 
will  go  far  towards  eradicating  the  evils 
of  the  conflicts  whose  climax  expresses 
itself  in  war,  boycott,  or  economic 
struggles  between  nation  and  nation, 
class  and  class,  interest  and  interest.  In 
the  modern  world,  armed  conflicts  are  so 
costly  and  so  enormously  destructive  even 
to  the  victors,  that  they  are  undertaken 
only  after  tremendous  preparations.  But 
other  forms  of  conflict — continuous  and 
insidous — are  waged  daily,  and  even  be- 
come the  ordinary  stock-in-trade  of 
journalism,  platform  oratory,  and  herd- 
instinct  patriotism. 

Can  we  not  expel  this  kind  of  poison 
from  our  social  and  international  system? 
Only   religion   can    do    it.  I    mean   by 

"  Religion  "  that  mode  of  looking  at 
things  which  postulates  the  oneness 
of  humanity,  the  ideals  of  peace, 
justice,  and  righteousness  under  the 
divine  government  of  the  world,  and 
the  responsibiltv  of  man  to  the  voice 
of    a    God-given    conscience.  That    is 

worth  appealing  to.  Such  appeals  are 

made  from  time  to  time,  but  we  must 
organise  our  spiritual  forces,  and  con- 
sciously  co-operate  with   men   who  share 
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this  faith,  however  widely  divergent  their 
views  may  be  on  doctrinal  matters.  I 
think  that  this  is  possible.  I  know  from 
my  own  experience  that  it  is  possible  as 
between    individuals.  And,    after    all, 

what  are  nations  but  groups  of  indivi- 
duals? If  men  of  goodwill  can  band 
themselves  together,  they  can  act  as  a 
leaven  and  influence  large  masses  of 
humanity. 

Let  me  describe  my  own  personal  ex- 
periences as  one  who  has  lived  and  mixed 
with  people  of  almost  all  the  religions  in 
the  world.  I  think  I  am  entitled  to  say 
that,  however  human  nature  may  be  over- 
laid with  baser  motives,  there  is  always 
latent  in  the  human  heart  a  spirit  of  sym- 
pathy, love,  and  service,  which  I  consider 
to  be  the  essential  basis  of  Religion. 

There  are  in  India,  as  you  know,  people 
of  many  races  and  religions  living  side 
by  side.  It  is  true  that  in  recent  times 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  racial  and 
religious  antagonism,  mainly  due  to 
political  manoeuvring.  But  individuals 

find  that  where  there  is  any  mutual  desire 
for  peace  and  goodwill  the  human  heart 
responds  in  spite  of  differences  in  race, 
religion  or  community. 

1  have  travelled  through  nearly  all 
Muslim  countries — Arabia,  Egypt,  Pales- 
tine, Syria,  Turkey,  Iraq,  Persia  and  a 
great  many  others.  Beneath  many  differ- 
ences in  their  points  of  view  there  runs 
a  general  desire  to  cement  the  Brother- 
hood of  Islam  and  to  find  in  it  the  solu- 
tion of  the  many  difficulties  and  evils  from 
which  the  Islamic  world  is  suffering. 

By  far  the  larger  proportion  (about 
three-fourths)  of  my  fellow-citizens  in 
India  belong  to  the  Hindu  Religion.  This 
in  itself  is  a  very  comprehensive  system, 
comprising  many  schools  of  thought  and 
many  ways  of  practical  and  social  life. 
While  adhering  to  my  own  ideas  on  the 
subject  of  worship  and  religion,  I  have 
found  much  in  Hindu  philosophy,  Hindu 
poetry,  and  the  best  of  Hindu  thought,  to 
appreciate  and  admire. 

I  have  also  travelled  widely  through 
Buddhist  countries. 

Of  China  I  carry  away  very  friendly  but 
somewhat  melancholy   memories.  The 

religions  of  China  are  Buddhism,  Con- 
fucianism, and  Taoism.    In  such  a  classi- 


fication it  is  difficult  to  say  where 
philosophy  begins  and  religion  ends. 
The  three  systems  live  side  by  side,  and 
are  not  at  all  mutually  exclusive.  The 
sadness  of  Chinese  life  arises  from  the 
extreme  poverty  of  their  masses  and  the 
breakdown  of  their  political  organisation. 
The  heart  of  the  Chinese  people  is  sound  ; 
their  morals  will  stand  comparison  with 
those  of  any  people  in  the  world  ;  their 
intellects  are  acute,  and  are  now  turned 
towards  modernity  as  made  in  the  United 
States. 

Japanese  Buddhism  has  developed 
special  phases  of  its  own.  During  my 

visit  to  Japan  I  tried  to  study  some  of 
these  phases,  and  I  found  the  heartiest 
welcome  and  the  most  generous  assistance 
in  my  enquiries. 

I  now  come  to  Judaism  and  Christianity 
which  are  sister  religions  to  Islam. 
There  is  so  much  common  ground  be- 
tween them  that  it  seems  a  pity  that  there 
should  not  be  more  intimate  contact 
between  those  who  bear  those  labels. 

Again  appealing  to  my  personal  ex- 
perience, I  can  say  that  many  Christian 
audiences  have  listened  with  welcome  to 
my  exposition  of  Islam,  and  some 
churches  have  even  invited  me  to  occupy 
their     pulpits.  Apart     from     doctrinal 

matters,  there  is  so  much  common 
ground. 

I  had  an  extraordinary  experience  in 
my  early  student  days  when  I  visited  the 
island  of  Malta.  I  visited  the  Catholic 
Cathedral  there.  I  conducted  myself  with 
reverence  and  attracted  the  attention  of 
some  Italian  priests  who,  afterwards, 
came  up  to  me,  and  spoke  to  me  in  the 
most  friendly  terms.  In  those  days  I 
knew  no  Italian,  but  I  had  some  know- 
ledge of  Latin.  When  I  spoke  to  them 
in  Latin  they  were  surprised,  and  their 
friendliness  to  me  was  all  the  more  in- 
creased. The  friendlv  feeling  that  grew 
up  after  that  chance  meeting  induced  them 
to  add  to  their  kindness  by  inviting  me 
afterwards  and  showing  me  things  which 
I  should  never  have  seen  unshepherded. 
I  still  carry  fragrant  memories  of  that 
meeting  in  my  heart  and  remember  the 
words  with  which  we  parted.  I  asked 
them  if  it  would  be  possible  for  us  to  meet 
again.    They  pointed  to  the  sky  and  said  : 
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"  Let   us  hope,    in   Heaven."     [In  coelo, 
speremus.) 

Thus  you  will  see  that,  individually, 
many  of  us  have  actually  felt  and  ex- 
perienced the  fellowship  of  faiths.  Why 
can  we  not  bring  it  about  on  a  larger 
scale  and  in  a  more  organised  way?  We 
have  seen  before  our  eyes  the  "  Past's 
enormous  disarray."  (Rupert  Brooke.) 
Such  ills  cannot  be  cured  by  ordinary 
means,  and  certainly  not  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  politics.  We  have  to 
look  to  deep-seated  causes  within.  These 
are  bound  up  with  whole  bundles  of  pre- 
judices, feelings  of  attraction  or  repul- 
son,  inherited  tendencies  and  environ- 
ments, historical  and  cultural  chains  of 
association,  varied  intellectual  responses 
to  common  human  experiences,  and  even 
deliberate  misrepresentations  or  mis- 
understandings created  perhaps  for  pur- 
poses of  war  or  selfish  aggrandisement. 
In  so  far  as  history  and  human  experience 
have  cleared  our  vision,  we  can  put  away 
past  conflicts  in  the  limbo  of  forgotten 
things.  In  so  far  as  our  actual  feelings 
and  sincere  beliefs  prevent  us  from  seeing 
things  in  the  same  light,  we  can  tolerate 
and  try  to  understand  other  points  of 
view.  But  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
us,  with  all  our  differences,  from  realising 
a  sense  of  fellowship  and  co-operation. 
The  office  of  Religion  is  to  bind  us 
together  in  the  bonds  of  a  common 
humanity.  Let    us    go    forward,    with 

humble  faith  and  a  firm  resolve,  to  the 
achievement  of  our  collective  Hope ! —

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A  Trial  Case  for  "  Mor monism "

Very  often  my  mind  reverts  back  to 
some  of  the  experenees  in  my  practice  of 
law  during  the  past  sixteen  years.  Were 
you  a  citizen  of  Utah,  you  may  be  called 
at  any  time  to  jury  duty,  appearing-  in 
court  for  the  next  several  weeks  ready 
to  serve  as  a  juror. 

The  attorneys  representing-  both  sides 
of  the  case  have  the  right  of  questioning 
you  to  find  out  if  you  are  intelligent,  if 
you  have  ever  heard  of  the  case,  or  if 
you  are  prejudiced  to  either  side.  If 
possible,  jurors  who  know  nothing  about 
the  case  are  obtained.  Now,  I  want  you  to 
act  as  the  jury.  Try  to  suppose  that  you 
had  never  heard  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  before,  or 
even  of  the  man,  Joseph  Smith.  I  shall 
now  present  a  few  facts  to  tell  you  about 
the  case  before  I  call  the  first  witness. 

In  the  meridian  of  time  there  was  born 
to  a  virgin,  a  man-child  who  was  named 
Jesus.  His   birth    was    ushered    in    by 

a  new  and  brilliant  star,  by  a  chorus  of 
angels  singing  hallelujah  to  the  shepherds 
as  they  watched  their  flocks  by  night, 
and  the  three  wise  men,  guided  by  the 
star,  came  from  afar  to  worship. 

He  was  the  Christ  Child. 

In  the  four  Gospels  we  read  of  His 
glorious  mission,  of  His  teachings  of  the 
way  to  perfection  and  the  source  of  an 
abundant  living,  the  wonderful  sermon 
on  the  Mount,  which,  if  it  had  been 
adopted  by  the  world  would  have  revo- 
lutionised the  thought  of  the  world  and 
brought  indeed,  Peace  on  earth,  good- 
will to  all  men.  He  healed  the  sick, 
caused  the  blind  to  see,  the  deaf  to  hear 
and  the  lame  to  walk.  We  see  Him 
coming  to  John,  the  Baptist,  to  be  bap- 
tised of  him,  saying  when  John  forbade 
Him,  "  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now;  for  thus 
it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness," 
thus  setting  the  pattern  for  us  to  follow. 
And  when  he  went  up  straightway  out  of 
the  water,  "  .  .  .  .  lo  a  voice  from  heaven, 
saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom 
I  am  well  pleased." 


He  chose  twelve  disciples,  calling  them 
to  the  ministry.  The  Church  was  orga- 
nised with  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists, 
pastors  and  teachers,  and  according  to 
Paul,  these  were  to  remain  with  the 
Church  "Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity 
of  the  faith." 

Did  Christ  teach  that  belief  was  all  that 
was  necessary? 

Here  are  His  words  "Not  every  one 
that  saith  unto  me,,  Lord,  Lord,  shall 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but 
he  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven."  His  final  admonition  to  His 
disciples  after  His  resurrection  was  "  Go 
ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tising them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 
He  established  the  beautiful  and  impres- 
sive sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper. 
He  taught  that  God  was  His  father  and 
the  father  of  all  men  ;  that  He  was  to 
ascend  to  His  father  and  their  father; 
that  He  was  in  the  express  image  of  His 
father. 

Now  it  is  my  contention  that  in  a  few 
centuries  after  the  death  of  Christ  and 
the  martyrdom  of  most  of  His  close 
associates,  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah  was  ful- 
filled :  "The  earth  also  is  defiled  under  the 
inhabitants  thereof ;  because  they  have 
transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the 
ordinance,  broken  the  everlasting  cove- 
nant." You  as  a  jury  can  decide  for 
yourselves  if  the  laws  have  not  been 
transgressed  and  the  ordinances  changed. 

Do  we  now  hear  in  the  great  Christian 
Churches  of  the  day  that  it  is  so  very, 
very  necessary  to  do  the  will  of  our 
Father  in  Heaven?  No!  The  Protestant 
Churches  teach  that  "  you  are  saved  by 
grace,"  and  if  you  are  among  the  elect 
"all  that  is  necessary  is  to  believe  on  the 
Lord  and  say,  Lord,   Lord!  " 

Is  it  so  necessary  to  be  baptised?  Oh 
you  may  if  vou  so  desire,  but  it  is  not 
too  essential  and  sprinkling  is  all  right — 
certainly  a  change  in  the  ordinance.  Do 
the  ministers  of  the  world  clam  that  they 
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are  called  to  the  ministry  as  we  read 
from  Paul's  epistle  to  the  Hebrews  that 
one  MUST  be  to  serve  in  the  ministry, 

"A  man  must  be  called  of  God,  as  was 
Aaron,"  and  might  I  <^\i.\,  as  the  disciples 
were?  No!  They  take  this  honour  upon 
themselves.  , 

Is.  the  sacrament  now  administered  as 
it  was  in  the  days  of  Christ,  "Do  this  in 
remembrance  of  my  body  and  of  my 
blood."  No.  It  is  now  administered 
with  much  pomp,  high  masses  are  said 
over  it,  and  it  is  presumed  to  have  be- 
come the  body  and  blood  of  the  Christ. 

Does  the  world  now  recognise  the  only 
true  and  living  God,  that  man  was 
created  in  His  image,  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  in  His  express  image,  that  He  is 
truly  the  father  of  our  Spirits?  No. 
They  attempt  to  teach  that  God  is  some 
great  mystery,  some  essence  that  cannot 
be  conceived.  Indeed,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  change. 

The  apostles  foresaw  what  was 
coming.  Paul  tells  us  in  Acts:  "For  I 
know  this,  that  after  my  departing  shall 
grevious  wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not 
sparing  the  flock."  In  fact  the  saints  in 
Galatia  didn't  wait  even  for  His  depar- 
ture, for  P'aul  says,  "I  marvel  that  ye 
are  so  soon  removed  from  Him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ  unto 
another  gospel ;  but  though  we,  or  an 
angel  from  heaven,  preach  any  other 
gospel  unto  you  than  that  which  we  have 
preached  unto  you,  let  him  be  accursed." 
And  to  the  Thessalonians  he  says,  "Let 
no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means  ;  for 
that  day  shall  not  come,  except  there 
come  a  falling  away  first."  The  apostle 
Peter  says,  "  But  there  were  false  pro- 
phets also  among  the  people,  even  as 
there  shall  be  false  teachers  among  you, 
who  privily  shall  bring  in  damnable 
heresies,  even  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  them  ....  And  many  shall  follow 
their   pernicious    ways." 

Was  the  world  to  be  thus  left  in  dark- 
ness and  without  the  truth?  No,  we  read 
in  the  Acts,  Repent  ve  therefore,  and  be 
converted,  that  your  sins  may  be  blotted 
out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall 
come  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord  ;  And 


he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before 
was  preached  unto  you  ;  Whom  the 
heaven  must  receive  until  the  times  ol 
restitution  of  all  things,  which  God  hath 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  began." 

John,  while  on  the  isle  of  Patmos,  as 
recorded  in  the  book  of  Revelation  says, 
"And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst 
of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting  gospel 
tci  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on  the 
earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred, 
and  tongue,  and  people,  saying  with  a 
loud  voice,  Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to 
him ;  for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is 
come ;  and  worship  him  that  made 
heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  the 
fountains  of  waters."  I  call  your  atten- 
tion also,  to  the  wonderful  vision  that 
Daniel  receivel  of  the  interpretation  of  the 
dream  of  Nebuchadnezzar ;  how  he  saw 
the  stone  cut  out  of  the  mountain  without 
hands  and  how  it  rolled  forth  and  broke 
into  pieces  all  kingdoms  and  finally 
filled  the  whole  earth. 

My  case  is  this  :  If  there  is  to  be  a 
restitution  of  all  things  which  God  hath 
spoken,  if  this  stone  is  to  roll  forth  and 
finally  fill  the  whole  earth,  and  if  another 
angel  is  to  fly  through  the  heavens 
having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  bring 
back  to  the  earth,  who  is  the  man  or  men 
to  be  chosen  by  God  through  whom 
all  things  are  to  be  accomplished?  Would 
it  be  someone  that  denies  the  true  and 
living  God,  would  it  be  someone  that  says 
God  no  longer  speaks  to  His  children 
here  upon  earth  and  that  the  heavens  are 
as  brass?  Before  you  answer,  hear  the 
story  of  the  witness  I  bring  before  you. 
I  will  call  a  man  by  the  name  of  Joseph 
Smith  and  let  him  tell  you  his  story. 

I  might  say,  before  this  voung  man 
begins  his  storv_,  that  he  was  born  in  the 
State  of  Vermont  in  1805.  He  was  only 
a  farmer  lad  with  verv  little  education, 
While  he  was  in  his  fifteenth  vear  he  had 
become  interested  in  the  question  of 
religion.  At  this  time  there  was  unusual 
excitement  on  the  subject  in  the  State  of 
New  York  where  he  was  then  living. 
He  saw  that  the  different  sects  were  con- 
tending among  themsselves — but  here  he 
is  ;  he  will  proceed  with  his  evidence  : 
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"While  I  was  labouring-  under  the  ex- 
treme difficulties  caused  by  the  contests 
of  these  parties  of  religionists,  I  was  one 
day  reading  the  Epistle  of  James,  first 
chapter  and  fifth  verse,  which  reads : 
'  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask 
of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally, 
and  upbraideth  not ;  and  it  shall  be  given 
him.'  Never  did  any  passage  of  scrip- 
ture come  with  more  power  to  the  heart 
of  man  than  this  did  at  this  time  to  mine. 
It  seemed  to  enter  with  great  force  into 
every  feeling  of  my  heart. 

"  .  .  .At  length  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  I  must  either  remain  in  dark- 
nes  and  confusion,  or  else  I  must  do  as 
James  directs,  that  is,  ask  of  God.  So 
...  I  retired  to  the  woods  to  make  the 
attempt. 

"It  was  on  the  morning  of  a  beautiful, 
clear  day,  early  in  the  spring  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty  .  .  .  After  I  had 
retired  to  the  place  where  I  had  previous- 
ly designed  to  go,  having  looked  around 
me,  and  finding  myself  alone,  I  kneeled 
down  and  began  to  offer  up  the  desires 
of  my  heart  to  God.  I  had  scarcely  done 
so,  when  immediately  I  was  seized  upon 
by  some  power  which  entirely  overcame 
me,  and  had  such  an  astonishing  influence 
over  me  as  to  bind  my  tongue  so  that  1 
could  not  speak.  Thick  darkness  gath- 
ered around  me,  and  it  seemed  to  me  for 
a  time  as  if  I  were  doomed  to  sudden 
destruction. 

"But,  exerting  all  my  powers  to  call 
upon  God  to  deliver  me  out  of  the  power 
of  this  enemy  which  had  seized  upon  me, 
and  at  the  very  moment  when  I  was 
ready  to  sink  into  despair  and  abandon 
myself  to  destruction — not  to  an  ima- 
ginary ruin,  but  to  the  power  of  some 
actual  being  from  the  unseen  world,  who 
had  such  marvellous  power  as  I  had 
never  before  felt  in  any  being — just  at 
this  moment  of  great  alarm,  I  saw  a 
pillar  of  light  exactly  over  my  head, 
above  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  which 
descended  gradually  until  it  fell  upon  me. 

"It  no  sooner  nppeired  than  I  found 
myself  delivered  from  my  enemy  which 
held  me  bound.  When  the  light  rested 
upon  me  I  saw  two    personages,    whose 


brightness  and  glory  defy  all  description, 
standing  above  me  in  the  air.  One  of 
them  spake  to  me,  calling  me  by  name, 
and  said,  pointing  to  the  other  'This  is 
my  beloved  Son,  hear  Him  ! 

"My  object  in  going  to  inquire  of  the 
Lord  was  to  know  which  of  all  the  sects 
was  right,  that  I  might  know  which  to 
join.  No  sooner,  therefore,  did  I  get 
possession  of  myself,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
speak,  than  I  asked  the  personages  who 
stood  above  me  in  the  light,  which  of 
all  the  sects  was  right — and  which  I 
should  join. 

"I  was  answered  that  I  must  join  none 
of  them,  for  they  were  all  wrong ;  and 
the  personage  who  addressed  me  said 
that  all  their  creeds  were  an  abomination 
in  his  sight ;  that  those  professors  were 
all  corrupt;  that  'they  draw  near  to  me 
with  their  lips,  but  their  hearts  are  far 
from  me ;  they  teach  for  doctrines  the 
commanndments  of  me,  having  a  form 
of  godliness,  but  they  deny  the  power 
thereof.' 

"He  again  forbade  me  to  join  with  any 
of  them  ;  and  many  other  things  did  He 
say  unto  me,  which  I  cannot  write  at 
this  time.  When  I  came  to  myself  again, 
I  found  myself  lying  on  my  back,  looking 
up  into  heaven." 

A  few  years  passed  and  this  young  man 
received  another  vision.  We  shall  let 
him  continue  : 

"On  the  evening  of  the  twenty-first 
of  September  1823,  after  I  had  retired  to 
bed  for  the  night,  I  betook  myself  to 
prayer  and  supplication  to  Almighty  God 
for  forgiveness  of  all  my  sins  and  follies, 
and  also  for  a  manifestation  to  me,  that 
I  might  know  of  my  state  and  standing 
before  him  ;  for  I  had  full  confidence  in 
obtaining  a  divine  manifestation,  as  I 
previously  had  one. 

"While  I  was  thus  in  the  act  of  calling 
upon  God  I  discovered  a  light  appearing 
in  my  room,  which  continued  to  increase 
until  the  room  was  lighter  than  at  noon 
day,  when  immediately  a  personage 
appeared  at  my  bedside,  standing  in  the 
air,  for  his  feet  did  not  touch  the  floor. 
He  had  on  a  loose  robe  of  most  exquisite

whiteness.  It  was  a  whiteness  beyond 
anything-  earthly  I  had  ever  seen.  .  .  . 
Not  only  was  his  robe  exceedingly  white, 
but  his  whole  person  was  glorious  beyond 
description,  and  his  countenance  truly 
like  lightning.  He  called  me  by  name, 
and  said  unto  me  that  he  was  a  messen- 
ger sent  from  the  presence  of  God  to  me, 
and  that  his  name  was  Moroni  ;  that  God 
had  a  work  for  me  to  do  ;  and  that  my 
name  should  be  had  for  good  and  evil 
among  all  nations,  kindreds,  and  tongues, 
or  that  it  should  be  both  good  and  evil 
spoken  of  among  all  people." 

I  might  add  to  this  young  man's 
evidence  that  he  became  the  leader  of  a 
body  of  religious  worshippers,  that  he 
suffered  much  persecution,  that  he  claims 
he  was  in  direct  communication  with  God. 
Among  other  things  that  he  prophesised 
was  an  utterance  made  6th  August,  1842, 
in  Montrose,  Iowa,  while  the  members  of 
the  Church  were  living  at  Nauvoo,  when 
it  seemed  they  were  permanently  settled. 

"  I  prophesied,"  he  said  "  that  the 
Saints  would  continue  to  surfer  much 
affliction  and  would  be  driven  to  the 
Rockv  Mountains.  Many  will  apostatise; 
others  will  be  put  to  death  by  their  per- 
secutors, or  lose  their  lives  in  conse- 
quence of  exposure  and  disease ;  and 
some  of  you  will  live  to  go  and  assist  in 
making  settlements  and  building  cities 
and  see  the  Saints  become  a  mighty 
people  in  the  midst  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains." 

Now,  members  of  the  jury,  the  evidence 
is  before  you  and  has  been  in  your  hands 
for  almost  one  hundred  years. 

Does  not  the  storv  of  this  once- 
unlettered  boy  ring  true?  Why  should 
not  the  Lord  choose  such  a  man  as  the 
instrument  in  His  hands  to  cause  the 
restitution  of  all  things?  To  whom  else 
would  "  another  angel  "  appear  rather 
than  to  a  young  man,  uncontaminated 
with  the  philosophies  of  the  world,  to 
whom  the  word  of  James  rang  true,  and 
who,  seeking  truth,  sought  the  answer  to 
his  problems  in  earnest  prayer?  Why 
should  not  this  youth,  full  of  vitality,  en- 
thusiasm, courage  and  strength,  be  the 
one  to  place  his  shoulder  to  the  stone  and 
start  it  on  its  way  to  break  into  pieces  all 


Other  kingdoms   and    finally    fill   the  whole 
earth? 

Is  his  name  had  for  good  and  evil 
among  all  nations,  kindreds  and  tongues? 
No  other  name  in  the  Christian  world  can 
arouse  more  love,  with  the  exception  of 
our  love  for  Christ,  than  does  the  name 
of  Joseph  Smith  ;  and  no  other  people  are 
more  reviled  and  hated  by  those  that  do 
not  want  to  know,  than  the  followers  of 
this  leader. 

Did  the  Saints  suffer  affliction  and  were 
they  not  finally  driven  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains?  The  weary  feet,  the  tired 
eyes,  the  shallow  graves  of  loved  ones 
along  that  Pioneer  Trail  are  sufficient 
evidence. 

And  have  not  the  .Saints  become  a 
might}'  people  in  the  midst  of  the  Rock}' 
Mountains?  My  heart  thrills  with  their 
accomplishments,  with  their  industry, 
with  their  faith,  courage  and  devotion 
which  caused  that  vast  desert  to  blossom 
as  the  rose ;  finally,  to  become  recognised 
in  America  as  they  are  to-day,  leading 
out  in  the  economic  salvation  of  the 
nation,  teaching  the  way  to  health  and  the 
joy  of  living,  sending  60,000  missionaries 
into  all  the  world  to  preach  the  restored 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Last,  and  most  important  of  all — what 
is  this  philosophy?  It  is  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  teaching  that  the  "  Glory  of 
God  is  Intelligence,"  that  "  Man  is  that 
he  might  have  joy,"  that  the  Eternities 
lie  before  us  within  which  to  progress  and 
advance,  that  life  with  all  its  experiences 
is  a  gift  from  God,  that  there  is  no  death, 
but  a  re -awakening,  that  Love  is  eternal. 

What  is  your  verdict,  jurors?  There 
can  be  only  one.  You  who  have  accepted 
of  this  testimony,' let  it  take  possession 
of  your  souls  so  that  you  can  feel  it  in 
every  fibre  of  your  being  and  experience 
the  joy  of  building  character. 

Those  of  you  who  are  studying  and 
seeking  for  the  Truth — may  our  Heavenlv 
Father  bless  you ;  may  you  have  the 
courage  of  your  convictions  and  when 
you  hear  that  still,  small  voice  speak  to 
you,  do  not  procrastinate  or  put  off  your 
decision,  for  procrastination  is  but  the 
thief  of  time. 
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A  NEW  MISSION  PRESIDENT. 
APPOINTED. 

Appointment  of  Elder  Richard  R. 
Lyman  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles 
as  president  of  the  European  Mission  is 
announced  by  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church.  Elder  Lyman,  whose  date  of 
arrival  is  not  yet  known,  succeeds  Presi- 
dent Joseph  F.  Merrill  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  Apostles,  and  will  make  his 
headquarters  in   London. 

President  Merrill  has  presided  over  the 
11  missions  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa 
since   1st   October,    1933.  At  present, 

with  his  wife,  Sister  Emily  T.  Merrill,  he 
is  attending  a  conference  of  European 
Mission  presidents  in  Berlin. 

Elder  Lyman  will  be  accompanied  to 
Britain  by  his  wife,  Sister  Amy  Brown 
Lyman,  first  counsellor  in  the  General 
presidency  of  the  Relief  Society.  Both 
their  names  appear  in  Who's  Who  In 
America.  He  has  a  natonal  reputation 
as  a  civil  engineer  (Star,  27th  Feb.).  He 
and  President  Merrill  are  life-long  friends. 
Besides  teaching  at  the  University  of 
Utah  (1896-1922),  Dr.  Lyman  has  been 
president  and  director  of  various  business 
firms.  His  father  (Francis  M.  Lyman) 
was  an  Apostle,  as  was  his  grandfather 
(Amasa  M.  Lyman).  Born  23rd  Novem- 
ber, 1870,  Dr.  Lyman  was  ordained  an 
Apostle,  7th  April,  1918,  and  served  in 
the  Y. M.M.I. A.  general  superintendency 
1922-35. 

Elder  Lyman  is  a  writer  in  both  non- 
technical and  scientific  fields.  He  re- 
ceived the  J.  James  Crow  medal  for  1915, 
awarded  by  the  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineering,  for  his  paper  on  hydraulic 
engineering. 

Sister  Lyman  is  outstanding  as  a  social 
worker  and  writer.  Since  1911  she  has 
been  a  delegate  of  America's  National 
Council  of  Women  and  has  served  as 
recording  secretary  (1925-7),  auditor 
(1927-9)  and  as  third  vice-president.  She 
is  now  first  counsellor  of  the  Relief 
Society. 

Before  returning  to  his  home  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  President  Merrill,  whose  name 
is  also  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America, 
will  act  as  chairman  at  the  afternoon 
session,    16th   July,   of  the   second   Inter- 


national Congress  of  the  World  Fellow- 
ship of  Faiths  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Lon- 
don   University   (Star,   23rd  April).

FOOD  FOR  MAN. 

( E  d  i  to  r  i  a  1 — D  e  s  e  re  t  N  e  w  s . 

"  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone, 
but  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of 
the  mouth  of  God." — Matthew  4    :  4. 

If  a  man  is  to  grow,  to  develop  into 
anything  approaching  his  real  manhood, 
he  must  feed  on  something  more  than 
bread.  Man  is,  first  and  most  apparently 
a  body  and  if  he  is  to  be  developed  sym- 
metrically and  become  powerful,  as  he 
should  be,  the  physical  side  of  him  can- 
not be  neglected.  The  body  ought  to  be 
kept  in  the  best  possible  condition — food, 
drink,  exercise,  shelter,  all  the  things 
that  go  to  the  making  of  what  we  mean 
when  we  say  complete  and  perfect  health  ; 
for  a  man's  intellectual  processes  may  be 
vitiated  if  his  body  is  out  of  order.  A 
man's  moral  tastes  and  tendencies  depend 
very  largely  upon  his  physical  condition. 
His  power  to  accomplish  the  work  of  his 
life  hinges,  generally  speaking,  upon  his 
physical  vigour. 

But  "  man  shall  not  live  by  bread 
alone,"  because  he  is  an  intellectual 
being,  he  is  a  mind  ;  and  the  mind  must 
be  fed  on  truth — not  on  dreams,  not  on 
fancy,  not  on  error,  not  on  the  mis- 
takes of  the  past,  however  venerable. 
A  man's  mind  is  for  the  sake  of  the  per- 
ception and  appropriation  of  truth.  Truth 
is  the  one  divine  thing  in  the  world.  It 
is  the  truth  which  Jesus  said  "  proceedeth 
out  of  the  mouth  of  God."  The  truth 
of  things  is  what  the  mind  is  intended  to 
discover ;  and  when  we  perceive  the  truth 
and  follow  it  we  are  in  harmony  with 
God. 

All  too  many  people  when  they  begin 
to  investigate  a  question,  are  hunting  for 
reasons  which  will  bolster  up  present  be- 
liefs. We  are  all  very  anxious  to  prove 
that  we  are  right.  But  the  only  honest 
thing,  the  only  thing  worthy  of  a  man, 
is  that  we  should  be  anxious  simply  to 
find  the  truth  ;  not  to  warp  things  to  our 
shape,  but  to  shape  ourselves  to  that 
which  is  true  and  hence  divine. 
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Again,  man  is  a  being'  who  can  be 
touched  by  the  sense  of  the  beautiful ;  and 
one  of  the  highest  and  noblest  tilings 
about  him  is  what  we  call  his  aesthetic 
nature.  Some  of  us  are  touched  by  beaut}' 
in  this  direction,  other  in  that.  Highly 
developed,  sensitive  natures  feel  the 
presence  of  beauty  everywhere  and  are 
lifted  by  it  to  reverence  and  worship.  The 
poet  Wordsworth  says  : — 
"  To   me   the   meanest   flower   that   blows 

can  give 
Thoughts   that   do  often   lie   too  deep   For 
tears." 

Lowell,  looking  into  a  pool  filled  with 
many  and  various  forms  of  life,  both 
animal  and  vegetable,  exclaims,  "  What 
a  poet  God  is!  "  He  was  touched  with 
reverence  in  the  presence  of  that  beauty 
which  is  a  manifestation  of  the  Creator. 
Think  how  much  we  miss,  how  really  un- 
developed we  are,  if  we  do  not  feel  the 
presence  of  the  beautiful  in  music,  art, 
nature  and  in  human  life.  By  apprecia- 
tion of  the  beauty  all  about  us  we  grow 
richer,  we  enter  into  the  joy  of  God. 

Then  one  of  the  divinest  things  in  man 
is  his  capacity  to  love.  This  is  native  to 
man.  Love  for  father,  for  mother,  for 
child ;  love  for  husband,  for  wife,  for 
human  kind  ;  love  for  all  things  that  can 
feel  and  suffer  and  enjoy.  This  passion 
pours  itself  out  in  beneficence  with  the 
desire  to  help,  to  lift  up,  to  make  sweet, 
true,  pure  and  beautiful. 

Akin  to  this  is  all  the  range  of  the 
higher  moral  faculties — the  sense  of  jus- 
tice, of  devotion,  the  desire  to  deliver  man 
from  his  evils.  Akin  to  this  also,  is  the 
power  of  sympathy ;  and  this,  if  it  is  to 
grow  in  us,  must  many  a  time  be  fed  on 
that  which  we  would  gladly  push  away. 
It  must  often  be  acquired  through  the 
draining  of  cups  that  are  bitter,  and  wnich 
we  would  keep  from  our  lips  if  we  might. 
But  this  is  the  only  way  that  the  lesson 
of  tenderness  and  pity  and  help  can  be 
learned. 

"  All  things  are  yours,"  say  a  Scrip- 
ture. The  race  is  "  heir  "  to  all  things. 
We  have  bodies  to  bring  us  into  relation 
with  all  the  lower  forms  of  life ;  we  have 
minds  to  enable  us  to  perceive  the  truth 
in  the  heavens  above  us,  in  the  air  around 


us,  and  in  the  earth  under  our  feet;  we 
have  the  faculty  of  beaut}'  that  can  make 
the  glory  and  wonder  of  all  things  ours  to 
enjoy.  Then  we  have  a  spiritual  nature, 
love,  whii  h  brings  us  into  helpful  relations 
with  every  living  thing  and  enables  us  to 
consecrate  ourselves  to  divine  service. 

Surely,  "  man  shall  not  live  by  bread 
alone."

SOME  REMARKS  AT  THE 
CONGRESS  OF  FAITHS. 

By    President   Joseph   F.   Men-ill, 
of  the  European  Mission. 

First  of  all,  permit  me  publicly  to  thank 
most  heartily  Sir  Francis  Younghusband 
and  his  colleagues  for  the  very  great  and 
highly  appreciated  honour  they  have 
done  me  by  inviting  me  to  serve  in  this 
position.  And  why  did  they  do  it?  To 
state   a   few   facts   may  give   the   answer. 

The  Church  to  which  I  belong  and  for 
the  moment  am  privileged  to  direct  in 
Europe  was  ably  represented  on  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  first  Congress  of  World 
Faiths,  held  three  years  ago  in  Chicago. 
This  may  have  been  a  suggestion  to  the 
organisers  of  this  Congress.  But  far 

more  important,  I  think,  is  what  we  are 
doing  in  the  interest  of  world  fellowship. 
In  proportion  to  its  numbers  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
commonly  called  L.D.S.  Church  in 
America,  is  probably  unsurpassed  by  any 
other  religious  body  in  the  world  in  its 
activity  in  teaching  the  fatherhood  of  God 
and  the  brotherhood  of  man.  For  many 
years  it  has  had  approximately  2,000 
missionaries  abroad  in  the  world  working 
on  each  of  the  six  continents,  devoting 
their  entire  time  to  teaching  these  doc- 
trines and  their  implications  to  the  people. 
At  this  moment  the  Church  has  organised 
branches  in  Japan,  Australia,  New  Zea- 
land, many  islands  in  the  Pacific,  and  in 
many  other  civilised  countries  of  the 
globe.  The  average  period  of  service 
per  missionary  is  about  two  and  one-half 
years.  Hence  about  800  of  them  return 
per  year  to  their  homes  in  America. 

Now  as  touching  the  theme  of  this 
Congress,    perhaps    the    most    remarkable 
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thing  about  these  missionaries  is  that 
whether  they  work  in  South  America, 
South  Africa,  Japan,  Germany,  Great 
Britain  or  any  other  country,  almost  with- 
out exception,  they  return  to  their  homes 
feeling-  that  the  people  among  whom  they 
have  lived  and  worked  are  the  finest 
people  on  earth.  Do  you  not  see  what 
this  means  in  developing-  international 
goodwill  among  the  people  of  their  home- 
lands? In  a  very  real  sense  our  Church 
is  annually  bringing  back  to  North 
America  from  all  over  the  world  800 
goodwill  ambassadors.  These  return  to 
their  homes  in  Canada,  Mexico  and  most 
of  the  American  States  and  never  cease 
to  love  the  people  among  whom  they  lived 
abroad.  Recently  we  wrote  the  sugges- 
tion to  the  German  government  that  these 
young  men  were  worthy  of  kindly  treat- 
ment, for  60'  of  them  were  annually 
returning  to  America  as  goodwill  emis- 
saries of  the  German  people. 

Our  Church  is  unexcelled  in  the  com- 
pleteness of  its  organisation.  Through 
an  elaborate  system  of  monthly,  quarterly 
and  annual  reports,  written  and  oral,  the 
General  Authorities  in  Salt  Lake  City  are 
kept  in  touch  with  all  the  branches  of  the 
Church,  even  those  in  the  remotest  parts 
of  the  world.  This  means,  among  other 
things,  that  its  representatives  everywhere 
teach   the   same   doctrines.  What   are 

these  doctrines?  I  shall  not  here  so  far 
transgress  proprieties  as  even  to  name 
them,  much  less  discuss  them,  except  in 
a  few  cases  that  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  theme  of  this   Congress. 

I  mention  the  completeness  of  organi- 
sation. Our  theology  is  quite  as  com- 
plete and  is  based  on  revelation,  ancient 
and  modern,  rather  than  on  philosophy. 
Yet  to  us  it  is  philosophical,  for  we  think 
it  wholly  reasonable.  With  us  religion 
is  an  every-day,  active  way  of  life,  in- 
spired by  a  faith  in  a  living  God.  We 
teach  that  a  tree  is  rightly  judged  by  its 
fruits,  a  human  life  by  its  works,  since 
"  faith  without  works  is  dead."  We 
teach  that  there  is  one  God  who  is  a  per- 
sonal Being  and  the  Father  of  us  all,  one 
Redeemer,  Jesus  Christ,  through  whose 
death  and  resurrection  every  human  soul, 
as  a  resurrected  person,  will  live  eternally 


in  a  realm  suited  to  him,  depending  on 
the  kind  of  mortal  life  he  lived,  where 
opportunities  of  eternal  progress  will  be 
afforded.  This      future      awaits      him, 

whether  he  wants  it  or  not,  because  he 
is  a  spiritual  child  of  God  who,  by  reason 
of  His  infinite  love,  mercy  and  justice,  will 
not  permit  a  single  soul  to  be  lost  by 
annihilation. 

In  the  great  day  of  judgment  beyond 
the  grave  we  believe  every  one  will  re- 
ceive rewards  according  to  the  deeds  done 
in  mortality  rather  than  according  to  the 
the  professions  of  faith  one  made.  The 
judgment  will  be  just,  taking  into  account 
all  that  we  have  and  are — our  talents  and 
abilities,  opportunities  and  deeds,  etc. 
Those  who  die  without  law  will  not  be 
judged  according  to  the  law.  To>  live 
according  to  the  highest  light  we  know 
is,  in  a  sense,  to  fulfil  the  law. 

Now  an  Article  of  our  Faith  says, 
"  We  claim  the  privilege  of  worshipping 
Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of  our  own  conscience,  and  allow  all  men 
the  same  privilege,  let  them  worship  how, 
where,  or  what  they  may."  And  another 
Article  reads:  "  WTe  believe  in  being 
honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous 
and  in  doing  good  to  all  men."  Thus  it 
will  be  seen,  we  absolutely  believe  in 
practising  the  Golden  Rule.  With  us, 
we  serve  God  by  serving  our  fellow  men. 
Righteousnes  is  expressed  in  deeds  rather 
than  in  professions. 

In  view  of  these  things,  and  others  I 
shall  not  take  your  time  to  mention,  I 
hope  I  have  given  you  sufficient  grounds 
to  accept  my  assertion  as  true  when  I 
say  :  believe  what  you  will,  worship  as  you 
like  or  not  at  all,  insofar  as  your  actu- 
ating motives  are  truly  good,  your  aspir- 
ations lofty  and  your  works  eventuate  in 
human  betterment,  the  Latter-day  Saints 
extend  to  you  the  hand  of  friendship  and 
brotherhood  and  a  prayer  that  God  will 
help  you  in  the  attainment  of  your  every 
righteous  desire,  no  matter  in  what  coun- 
try or  clime  you  live  or  what  be  the  colour 
of  your  skin.  We  say  this  to  organiza- 
tions, churches,  civil  governments,  etc., 
as  well  as  to  individuals.  Yes,  we 
fellowship  all  men  of  good  will,  irrespec- 
tive of  race,  colour  or  creed. 
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It  follows  that  we  stand  ready  to  co- 
operate with  any  movement,  such  as  this, 
that  aims  to  bring  about  a  better  under- 
standing and  promote  goodwill  among 
men.  Yet  frankness  compels  me  to  say 
that  our  Church  is  not  a  pacifist  bod), 
using  the  term  in  the  sense  that  under  no 
circumstances  will  we  fight.  Of  course 
there  are  pacifists  among  us.  But  the 
Church  as  an  organization  upholds  the 
Twelfth  Article  of  our  Faith,  which  reads  : 
"  We  believe  in  being  subject  to  kings, 
presidents,  rulers  and  magistrates,  in 
obeying,  honouring  and  sustaining  the 
law."  So  when  the  civil  authority  of  the 
countries  in  which  we  live  calls  its  citi- 
zens to  arms,  our  people  respond,  even 
though  they  hate  war  and  would  gladly 
banish  it  from  the  earth.  Wars  do  not 
arise  out  of  the  love  of  God,  but  out  of 
the  wickedness  of  men.  God  permits 
them  just  as  He  permits  other  evils  and 
abominations.  He  has  given  men  their 
free  agency  and  holds  them  responsible 
for  their  exercise  of  it.  Hence  they 
must  suffer  the  consequences  of  their  evil 
deeds.  Wars  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past 
only  when  we  love  our  neighbours  as  we 
love  ourselves.  For  this  happy  day  let 
us  all  live  and  work  and  pray.

THE  SOCIAL  DREAM. 
Editorial — Deseret  News. 

There  was  a  brilliant  writer  by  the 
name  of  Winwood  Readc,  living  within  a 
few  years  of  a  century  ago,  who  pub- 
lished a  book  called  "  The  Martyrdom  of 
Men,"  which  many  older  people  will  re- 
member. The  writer  claimed  to  be  a 
scientist  and  anticipated  many  of  the  in- 
ventions and  discoveries,  as  well  as  the 
recent   tendencies   in   modern   thought. 

Mr.  Reade  tells  us  in  this  work  that  he 
confidently  expects  three  wonderful  dis- 
coveries :  first,  some  force  to  take  the 
place  of  steam,  not  dependent  on  the 
limited  product  of  coal,  but  some  power 
that  cannot  be  exhausted,  and  through 
the  agency  of  which  man  would  be  able 
to  control  the  world.  Then  he  expected 
confidently  the  invention  of  some  method, 
under  the  impulse  of  this  force,  of  aerial 
navigation,   by  which   distance  and  space 


should  be  abolished.  All  nations  then 
would  flow  together,  until  the  differences 
of  race  were  blotted  out  and  the  world 
was  one  family. 

He  predicted  a  method  of  travel,  of 
locomotion,  of  carrying  the  products  of 
the  world,  so  that  there  should  not  be  any 
possibility  of  famine  or  of  want  all  round 
the  world.  Then  he  expected  that  there 
would  be  discovered  in  the  chemist's 
laboratory,  a  process  of  manufacturing 
foods  without  the  work  of  planting  and 
tilling  fields  and  raising  cattle;  but 
enough  to  meet  the  wants  of  all  the  world 
would  be  manufactured  ad  libitum.  He 
looked  forward  to  the  time  when  the  dis- 
sensions of  nations  would  be  abolished 
and  government  would  be  the  work  no 
longer  of  struggling  factions  and  politi- 
cians, but  of  calm,  scientific  groups, 
looking-  over  the  world's  affairs  and  de- 
ciding what  was  for  the  best  in  all 
departments. 

Then  this  writer  tells  us  that  he  be- 
lieves by  and  by  we  shall  discover  some 
power,  not  only  of  wiping  out  all  the  di- 
seases that  afflict  humanity,  but  of  recon- 
structing these  bodies  of  ours,  so  that 
death  itself  shall  be  abolished.  By 
purely  scientific  processes  and  methods, 
he  looks  forward  to  the  time  when  men 
will  be  able  to  pass  freely  from  planet  to 
planet,  being  at  home  no  longer  on  one 
little  sphere,  but  at  home  in  the  universe. 

He  says,  further,  that  the  work  of  the 
scientist  in  his  laboratory,  and  the  engi- 
neer in  his  field,  is  precisely  the  same, 
except  for  the  difference  in  degree,  as  the 
work  of  the  Creator  in  producing  a  world  ; 
and  he  looks  forward  to  the  time  when 
the  human  race  will  be  developed  until  it 
possesses  the  power  of  creating  worlds 
and  systems  and  so  realizing  the  words 
of  the  prophets—'"  Ye  shall  become  as 
Gods." 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  predictions 
of  Winwood  Reade  in  his  dreams  of  the 
possibilities  of  humanity.  We  speak  of 
them  here  to  show  that  because  the 
dreams  of  the  people  who  have  lived  in 
ages  past  fade  out,  the  world  does  not 
cease  dreaming.  We  are  still  haunted 
by  this  ideal  condition  of  men  in  the 
future,  toward  which  every  age  struggles 
more  and  more. 
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But  there  are  certain  people  in  the 
modern  world  who  look  coldly  upon  any 
talk  of  disturbing  the  present  order  of 
things  with  the  idea-  of  making'  them 
much  better.  They  are  the  conservative, 
quiet,  satisfied  people,  made  up  of  those 
who  are  measurably  free  from  the  bur- 
dens that  weigh  down  the  great  mass  of 
humanity.  But  every  man  who  stops  to 
think  recognizes  a  hundred  things  that  he 
is  willing  to  call  by  the  name  of  evils. 
No  society  is  ever  safe  so  long  as  its 
foundations  are  uneasy,  and  the  founda- 
tions of  society  in  the  modern  world  most 
certainly  are  in   that  condition. 

We  do  not  believe  that  we  shall  ever 
abolish  death  ;  nor  are  we  at  all  certain 
that  it  would  be  desirable,  if  we  could. 
But  we  dream,  and  we  have  the  need  to 
dream  of  some  period  in  the  future  of 
mankind  when  war  and  famine  and  pesti- 
lence ;  vice  and  crime  and  drudging 
labour ;  premature  death  and  abject 
poverty,  shall  be  things  only  to  be  re- 
membered. We  can  realize  human 
brotherhood  ;  we  can  realize  the  dream  of 
peace  and  purity  in  which  most  of  the 
evils  that  afflict  humanity  shall  be  out- 
grown. To  this  end  all  wise  and  good 
men   should    work.
